Part 1 This Catalog is divided into two parts. The first part of the Catalog 
is arranged alphabetically. All books included in the Catalog 
can be found here under author, title, or subject. The quickest 
way of finding all books by one author, or all material on a given 
subject is to look in Part 1 under author and subject. 

Use this part also as an index to books in Part 2. 

Part 2 The second part is arranged according to the Dewey Decimal clas- 
sification, and gives full information about a book, its publisher, 
price and descriptive note. Pamphlets, i.e., inexpensive and free 
material, are also included under the various classification num- 
bers, and following the books on the subject. 

Uses for Part 1 

Arrangement of books in Part 1 is in dictionary form with author, title, 
subject and analytical entries in one alphabet. Use it as you would use a 
dictionary, or a card catalog. 

To find a list of all the books by an author which are included in the 
Catalog look under the authoris name. In some cases analycical entries for 
parts of the author’s writings which appear in collections will also be found 
here. The class number for each book is given at the^ , in black type, 
so that one may turn readily to the fuller entry for th^ ,5:4.* given in Part 2 . 

To find all books on a subject, together with anal/ticu entries for parts 
of books on the subject, look under the subject. This wiu sometimes give 
a fuller list of books on a subject than is to be found under any one num- 
ber in the Classified Catalog, since there are sometimes reasons for not 
classifying all of these books together. 

These subject entries will also serve as a useful guide to the cataloger 
in her own work in helping her to determine what kind of books belong 
under the subject. 

Look under the title for names of all books, unless the subject entry is 
exactly the same, when the entry has not been repeated under title. Short 
stories and plays in collections and also entered under title.
